NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 26 th May 1977 

G.S.R. 255(E). — -In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Tndflaw 
'Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:,— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (First Amendmeniy 
Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of June. 1977. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Ru^s, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as the card 1 
' rules), for rule 429, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“429 Transfer rf fc’eoJirme. (V) A subscriber shall not assign, sublet or- 
otherwise tiansfer the telephone. 
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(2) The Telegraph Authority may permit;— 

(a) the transfer of a telephone In the personal name of: — 

(I) a deceased subscriber, to his legal heir or successor; 

(II) a subscriber, to his father, mother, wife, husband, son or daughter,. 

as the case may be; 

(III) a subscriber, on account of any change in the name of the subs¬ 

criber for any reasons; 

(b) the transfer of an official telephone in the name of an officer of the 

Government or of a local authority or of a corporation owned or 
controlled by the Government or of an institution owned or con¬ 
trolled by the Government, on account of any change m the 
authority hiring the telephone on behalf of such officer; 

Explanation .—In this clause “corporation” owned or controlled by the 
Government” includes a society registered under any law relating 
to registration of societies, so owned or controlled, a corporation 
so owned or controlled and established by or under a Central 
Provincial or State Act, and a Government Company as defined 
in Section 617 of the Companies Act, 11156 (1 of 1956). 

(c) the transfer of a telephone In the name of a firm or company or of 

an institution or organisation or association or any similar body, 
on account of any change in the name or constitution or both of 
the said firm, company, institution, organisation, association or 
similar body; 

(d) the use of a telephone subscribed by the land lord of a building by 

the tenant living in the same building.” 


3. In rule 434 of the sale! rules, in Section I relating to fees, in Item 3, for 
aub-item (a) including the proviso, the following shall be substituted, namely—• 

“(a) Transfer fee for tire transfer of a telephone connection—Rs 50."
